SEA BATHING. 


[By a Family Doctor.] 


Medically, sea bathing is good, 
but mainly in virtue of the other 
things which generally go with sea 
bathing. Sea bathing: usually im- 
plies a holiday at the sea and there- 
fore means rest from routine work, 
plenty of sleep, good food, fresh air, 
exercise and sun. The bathing It- 
self helps in that it promotes sleep 
and stimulates the appetite; it al- 
go implies a certain amount of exer- 
cise; in addition the cold water is 
stimulating: fo the skin and the body 
axa whole, - ki 


It ix a mistake, however, to 
bathe top long and too often, es- 

jally when one first goes to the 
sea; for then it is definitely enervat- 
ing. As you get used to it you ean 
stay in longer and go in perhaps 
two or . three times a day, But 
young children and elderly people 
seal be content with one dip in a 

ay. 

It is most Important.never to stay 
in so long as to feel chilled and 
shivering, and it is wise on coming 
out to rub down vigorously. When 
the sun is shining you Yay 
follow the sea bathe by a sun bathe, 


‘land this is often the more pleasant 


part. But remember, after salt 
water you are particularly liable to 
burn; so at firit be careful how 
Jony you expose yourself. If you 
smear yourself with olive oll before 
lying in the sun you will greatly re- 
duce this risk. : yee 

A bathe before breakfast should 
be a very short one. It is wisest not 
to bathe sooner thun an hour or two 
after food; if you do so the water 
should be warm and you should 
avoid going out beyond. your depth.
